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President Taft has stigmatized the 


wool schedule of the Payne Tjrlfl 
law as "indefensible." 


At the special sessions of Congress, 


which was called to eonsldei tin Ca- 
nadian reciprocity measure the Presi- 
dent declared he would not sign any 
wool revision bill until the report was 
received Irom the Tariff Board. 
That 


board has made Its voluminous report 
and now theie Is no excuse for not 
framing and passing an equitable wool 
tariff bill, which will out out the in- 
famous provisions of the present sche- 
dule. 


Schedule K. of the Payne lav wan 


written not by Congress but by men 
In the wool business. 


The Chicago Tribune, a Repul lican 


newspaper ol tearless and independ- 
ent character makes this vigorous in- 
dictment of the present schedule 


"The protection of wool by high 


duties has been thu most ghastly 
fulluit in American tariff history 
Those duties have not. as was prom- 
ised, mads the United States inde- 
pendent ol foreign woJ. They have 
not Iwen needed by the wool-growers. 
Great Bntaln has no duty on wool 
and yet Buds wool-growing u profit- 
able industry. It has with itx lim- 
ited area more than half as many 
sheep as the United States. 
"fhe high duties on wool coupled 


with the excessive compensatory du- 
ties on woolens have been a curse to 
the people 
They have had to array

made- of shoddv and cotton w h u h had 
neither warmth nor durability.

The 
ingenuity and business ability of man- 
ufacturers, Instead ol being turned 
toward rivalry with Lnglandand Ger- 
many in foreign markets, has bten de- 
voted to the production of adulterated 
goods foi home consumption. 
"The unholy alliance of wool grow- 


ers and manufacturers was entered in- 
to in 18UO and Is in force today It has 
ruled Congress year In and year out 
except in 1894. There will be in out- 
cry from overprotected Massacbusetls 
manufacturers and Kooky Mountain 
shepherds when a bill carrying lower 
duties shall come before Congress. 


' But the passage of <nich a bill would 


be a national blessing " 


Many papers are basing tin ir com- 


ment on n striking editorial in the 
Wall Street Journal which shows how 
our consumption of cotton lias In- 
creased during the past thirty years, 
whllo our lonsumpllon of w iol has 
stood still. We are actually u^lng less 
wool per implta now, It appears, than 
In 1872. After noting that "it seems 
fairly ceitaln tnat, for good or evil, 
Ihe woolen duties are to be revised,' 
the editor goes on to say:

"In the statistics published by the 


lirneHelailes of Schedule K, one ol its 
consequences is utterly Ignon d 
The 
cost of woolen clothing has bee n raised 
to u figure largely beyond the reach of 
the Industrial classes, with conse- 
quent resoit to the use W other labrles 
Tariff changes are lo be deplored, not 
for the >sake of the overpioiected 
worsted -voolen manufacturer but for 
theii influence upon general Ituslncss. 
The blame for that disturbance, how- 
ever, must be placed with those who 
sought and obtained an unjust privi- 
lege In the first place. 
"Doubtless any readjustment of the 


woolen schedule 
would uiceeaaril} 


cause temporary tuconvinlmce and 
dissatisfaction, whatever form it took 
and however little it changed the du- 
ties. Those duties, however, are of the- 
most 
unscientific and Inequitable 
character, and their worst feature Is 
that they have conferred only a slight 
benefit upon th* wool-growcr, while 
they have forced a burden upon the 
consumer muijhrfreater than tne reve- 
nue csileclaoT obliging him to use 
other te>ffleB In place ot wool

The president of the Board of Health 


submitted the following annual report: 


Bristol, Pa., Feb. 12, 1912. 


To the Burgess and Council of the 


Borough of Bristol, 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit tbe annual report 


of the Board of Health for the year 
ending Deoembei Sits, 1911. There 
ha\e been 159 deaths, or about 17 to 
euch thousand of population, which 
is- the usual average. Tbe greatest 
number was from tuberculosis, being 
21. There have been but tbree deaths 
In tbe 19 cases of typhoid fever report- 
ed, a lenwrkably low number consid- 
ering tbe prevalence of this disease in 
neighboring towns and probably in
